Required attendance in the 
classroom is something that stu- 
dents in the United States have 
grown up with. It was mandatory 


’ In grade school and high school 


and those who didn’t go along 
with it soon learned about the 
truant officer. _ 

But in college there is no try- 
ant officer to catch skipping stu- 
dents. Many believe that this is 


- the way it should be. 


Either through knowledge of 
the European concept of attend- 
ance, a method also used at the 
University of Chicago, or by past 
experience in public schools, stu- 
dents tend to rebell against man- 
datory classroom attendance, 


According to an informal poll 


_ of 1,383 college students on other 


campuses, published in the March 
24 issue of the GATEWAY, 67.7 
per: cent answered yes when 
asked: “Should class attendance 
be optitional so long ag students 
pass the exams given in class?” 
The remainder, 31.3 per cent, 
said no. 


These results might well fit 
the thinking of students at Oma- 
ha University, but it wouldn’t 
matter. The University’s view on 
attendance is plain: “Students 
are expected to attend class reg- 
ularly ... Attendance shall be 
a matter of careful and regular 
record in each class. Each in- 
structor shall make regular re- 
ports to the Dean of Students .of 
the absences incurred by each 
student ... that a student’s neg- 
lect of work endangers his suc~ 
cess in a course.” 


How well do OU professors fol- 
low these rules? If followed, does 
attendance or lack of it really 
effect a student's grade? 

Dr. Aldrich K. Paul; head of 
the Speech Department, includes 


y atbendanes, in. his point grading 

" system...» 
“Bvertone “begins” with - “100 

_ points on attendance and five 


points are taken away: each time 
the student is absent,” said Dr. 
Paul. In this manner a student 
knows how much ‘he is hurting 


himself by not pbtendliie class, 


he said, 


Roderic B. Crane, head of the 
Economics Department, also be- 
lieves in the importance of the 
student attending class. . 

‘I have the old fashioned no- 
tion that students: learn some- 
thing. by coming to class,” he 
said. “It isn’t all in the textbook. 


Students can learn from the in-- 


structor, If there were nothing 
to classroom work then the whole

education syeteil could be car- 
ried: out on a corerspondence 
basis,” 


As to how many absences a - 


student is. allowed before his 
grade drops, Mr. Crane wouldn't 
say. “If I let that out each stu- 
dent would take his limit.” 
John G. McMillan; head of the 
Physics Department, also lowers 


a‘student’s grade for failure to° 


attend class. All cuts over and 
above the number of hours of the 
course will detract from the final 
grade. i 

“We expect the student to con- 
tribute in class and therefore to 
learn from class,” Mr. McMillan 


said. 


William 7. Utley, head of the 
Political Science Department, 
abides by the University rule on 
attendance but doesn’t. grade a 
Student dewn if he misses class. 
However, if the student is a bor- 
derline case and has had a poor 
attendance record, his grade will 
probably end up on the bottom 
side of the border rather than 
the top. 

Another believer in student 
responsibiilty, rather than re- 
quired attendance, ig Paul L. 
Beck, assistant professor of His- 
tory. 

“Excessive attention to attend- 
ance only encourages immaturi- 
ty,” Mr, Beck said. “I am more 
concerned that the student is 
responsible enough to attend 
class.”’ 

His classes are always well at- 
tended. This, he believes, is be- 
cause “the student will attend 
class if he thinks you don’t care 
Sf he is there or not.” 

Mr. Beck doesn’t entirely ig- 
nore attendance however. If a 
student in. his lower division 
course is absent and the ab- 
sences are hurting the student he 
will call him in and discuss ‘it 
with him. 

One OU professor.‘ of history 
has another view on attendance. 
Dr. Roy Robbins requires " ils” stu- 
dents, to attend class,...'.'~:

tial he said. 

“Here we don’t sift out the top 
students as some European Uni- 
versities do, but accept all stu- 
dents.”

With this in mind Dr. Robbins 
counts off a student’s final grade 
if that student has had excessive 
absences, .

Dr. Robbins doesn’t peileys eX- 
aminations alone can measure a 
student's grade. “Interest in the 
course, lectures and readings are 


included in my grading system,” 
he said. 

With so many different meth- 
ods and beliefs, what can the stu- 
dent do to obtain his desired 
goal? 

The answer, or at least some 
ald in determining the answer, _ 
may be found in a book which 
lies neglected on a shelf in OU’s 
library. “The Psychology of Get- 
ting Grades,” written by an 
anonymous psychology instructor, 
gives many helpful hints to the 
anxious student, 

Some of his suggestions on 
course choosing: Take large 
credit courses; you'll have fewer 
professors to learn how to please 
and fewer to give you assign- 
ments. Avoid laboratory courses, 
they take too much time; avoid 
courses which require a lot of 
written work. If you don’t like 
a course, make a change quickly. 


On choosing professors, the 
psychologist says: Choose a pro- 
fessor who has been at his job for 
a long time. He ig usually toler« 
ant, has a paternal attitude to-« 
ward — student’s shortcomings. 


Choose a professor who has a 


reputation for being dogmatic, 
It is easier to know what to ex- 
pect on an examination. Choose 
a professor who gave you a good 
grade in a previous course. 

On handling professors: Learn 
first how to please him. Make a 
good impression early, the rest ig 
easy. To be sure of a good grade 
try “elbow-shinning” or “apple- 
polishing” but be conservative 
about it.
